Clovers Thrive in Alberta 


Every Year Seed in Increasing Quan. 
tities Is Being Produced 


White, alsike and sweet | clovers 
grow abundantly in the irrigated dis- 
tricts of Southern Alberta and in the 
central and northern parts of the 
province without irrigation, The pro- 
lificacy with which white clover 
grows in Central Alberta is especially 
noticcable in the residential parts of 
Edmonton, where the clover has ov- 
ergrown the lawn grass on the bord- 
ers of the strects, giving them a car- 
pet of white throughout the summer. 
It spreads spontaneously and is per- 
fectly hardy, 

Alsike. clover is a very hardy crop 
and is grown successfully in many 
parts of Alberta, with and without ir- 
rigation, bothr for hay and pasture. 
In Central Alberta it is .frequentl 
grown with timothy. South of Ed. 
monton a farmer has a field of alsike 
which was planted eight years ago, 
the growth of which was thicker this 
year than with the first crop. This 
crop has passed the experimental 
stage and every year seed in increas- 
ing quantities is being produced. 

Sweet elover was introduced into 
Alberta at a later date than the other 
two varieties mentioned, but it is be- 
ing grown quite as successfully, and 
becoming increasingly popular among 
dairy farmers.

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STAND OF CANADIANS AGAINST 
FURY OF GERMANS WAS HISTORIC 


STORIES OF GALLANT EPISODES ARE INNUMERABLE 


Assaulting Troops Were Supported By the Greatest Massing 


Of Machine Guns the War Has Produced—Nation Will Thrill 
With Pride at Story of Gallant Resistance 


o-—----- 


Saddened by the heavy price of 
victory, the people of Canada will 
thrill with pride when they come to 
read the full story of the wonderful 
stand their troops made against ene- 
my masses bent on taking from them 
their conquests. Gallant and heroic 
episodes are innumerable, Batta- 
lions, companies and litttle knots of 
men stood their ground against wave 
after wave of assaulting troops, sup- 
ported by the greatest massing of 
machine guns this war has produced. 

It is the. penalty of storming 
troops, such as the Canadian corps, 
that they sometimes create for them- 
selves, in their impetuous advance, 
unprotected flanks. The salient they 
drive into the enemy line becomes 
enflladed, and if power is not at hand 
to widen it out into a practical Yront 
the troops in the apex must either 
fight it out against overwhelming 
odds or fall back. The latter is not 
the lesson the Canadian corps has 
learned, and it was this desperate 
clinging to positions, tactically unten- 
able, that contributed to our heavy 
casualties. Incidentally it was just 
such stands that stemmed the enemy 
waves and frustrated his savage ef- 
forts to win back Bourton wooa. 

Such a situation was brought about 
when a famous Ontario regiment hav- 
ing reached its objective south of 
Ouvillers, found that its left flank 
was exposed and shattering enemy 
masses were advancing upon it. 
retirement would have been perfectly 
justified, but such would have uncov- 
ered our centre and imperiled all the 
gains on our right, brilliantly made 
in the carly morning. So that. batta- 
lion, much weakened as it was, stood 
fast. At the end of the battle, the 
gallant colonel, formerly of the Can- 
adian Engineers, was the only~-officer 
unwounded. 

Holding the vital trench on | the 
flank was a party of seventeen of this 
unit, whose command had been taken 
over by a staff captain, attached to 
the intelligence’ staff of the brigade. 
He had been sent forward by the 
brigadier to help fill the depleted 
ranks of officers, after having been 
recalled hastily after only three days 


of leave, to take his place in this bat- 


thes 

This little party was entirely iso- 
lated, but for hours they held on to 
the trench that was the key to the 
position. They were still grimly car- 
rying on, taking a great toll of the 
enemy, when supports were pushed 
Into them. Few were unwounded, and 
the captain, an M.C., with bar, died 
of his wounds. 

The intelligence officer of another 
brigade, engaged in like operations, 
pe cruleny distinguished himself by 

rilliant reconnaissance work, push- 
ing out beyond our outposts under a 
continual fire. He comes from Brit- 
ish Columbia. A lieutenant in a 
Manitoba battalion, D.C.M. and M. 
M., and formerly a non- commissioned 
officer, by his devoted example in- 
spired. his men to stand fast under 
extraordinarily heavy punishment. 
Ehough wounded in both legs he 
carried on till he fainted from loss of 
blood and was carried ‘out. The 


commanding officer of a Nova Scotia | 


battalion, though wounded in 
cheek, temporarily losing the sight of 
an eye, refused to be evacuated and 
stayed by his unit throughout the ép- 
eration, contributing greatly to its 
success. 

The colonel of an Ontario battalion 
though seriously wounded in the hip, 
which ended fatally, directed his 
command until he lost consciousness. 
His brilliant leadership had proved a 
great asset in a critical part of the 
struggle,

Submarine Fought Back and Was | 
Either Badly Damaged ‘or 
Destroyed 


The first case in which it is known 
that a submarine fought back when 
attacked by a seaplane resulted in 
the probable destruction of the sub- 
marine by an deh an aviator, Re- 
sérve Ensign J. F. Carson, it is an- 
announced. by the British admiralty. 
With shrapnel from the elevated 
forward gun of the submarine burst- 
ing around his seaplane Ensign Car- 
son manoé¢tuvred until he was able to 
pour machine gun fire into the crew, 
felling two of them and driving the 
others inside. The submarine sub- 
merged, and as she was diving two 
ombs were dropped on her. 

Within a few minutes the bow of 
the U-boat appeared on. the surface 
and remained visible about four min- 
utes. More bombs were dropped in 
this interval and it is believed the 
undersea ‘craft was cither badly dam- 
aged or destroyed. 

Ensign Carson, who was on patrol, 
remained over the spot fifteen or 
twenty minutes, but the U-boat was 
no longer in evidence. After going to 
the base to get another machine he 
returned to the spot, and this time

A New Packing’ Plant 


Large Plant Opened at Prince Al- 
bert Will Supply Army Beef 


The opening of a large packing 
plant at Prince Albert, Saskatchewan, 
marks a new and important era. in 
the live stock industry in Northern 
Saskatchewan. The plant has a most 
modern equipment and is designed 
to handle cattle, hogs, sheep and 
poultry. At the opening there were 
five hundred cattle in the pens, which 
will be used as the first consignment 
of a contract closed by the packing 
company for the supply of beef to 
the allied commission for army needs. 
The plant is not yet fully completed, 
but when it is it will employ one 
hundred and fifty people. The dis- 
trict tributary to Prince Albert is an 
excellent stock and mixed farming 
country, which is only in the initial 
stages of its development, and a 
great impetus to the live stock in- 
dustry in the district is a result ex- 
pected from the establishment there 
of this packing plant. 


Allies Preparing 
For More War 


Planning Bigger Munition Output 
Than Ever 


The allied nations are not figuring 
on an early end of the war. They 
are making plans for munitions man- 
ufacturing this coming year on a 
larger scale than ever. During the 
first twelve months the imperial mu- 
nitions board has spent on an aver- 
age of thirty millions dollars a month, 
There is every indication that during 
the coming year this volume of bisi- 
ness will not only be maintained, but 
even largely increased. The total ex- 


ipenditure by the. board might even 
run as high as fifty millions, The 
heavy intensive fighting in progress 


at present requires a tremendous 
expenditure of shells, 

In addition. to its shell business, 
the imperial munitions board has 


spent several million dollars on ship 


contracts. The iirplane industry has 
also developed into an enormous 
business, and three thousand §air- 


ships have been manufactured in the 
Toronto factory, 


Large Cattle Deal Completed 


The consummation of a large deal 
in cattle by a Calgary packing com- 
pany has just been announced, The 
sale involves 1,000 head of | steers, 
and was made by ranches of Taber, 
Alberta, the price paid by the pack- 
ing company being $200 a head, pick 
to be made from 1,500 head. All sum- 
mer the animals have been grazing 
on land that, with the development of 
the country will later be divided into 
irrigable farms.

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HUN PEACE NOTE FAILS TO FULFIL CONDITIONS 


Neither Britain Nor France Have Faith in Motives of Enemy — 
Scheme of Proposed Peace Has Ulterior Motive—Germany, 
Knowing She is Beaten, Wishes to End War 


The London Post, commenting on 
Prince Maximilian’s feace proposal 
to President Wilson takes the view 
that the German offer in nowise dif- 
fers from the Austrian offer, that the 
new chancellor is as much the kais- 
er’s nominee as was his predecessor, 
and that he will be incontinently dis- 
missed when he has served his mas- 
ter’s turn, 


The newspaper says that Maximil- 
ian’s action is a result of conference 
and arguments between the pan-Ger- 
man and other parties in which, as 
herctofore, the military dictatorship 
has directed the course of affairs. 

“So much is clear,’ the Morning 
Post adds: “The German government 
is not altered. The peace note fails 
to fulfill the conditions postulated by 
President Wilson. | The intention of 
the note is to endeavor to create a 
division among the allies and attract 
the attention of the pacifists in the 
allied countries. No proposal directed 
to one nation among the allies can 
be entertained.” 

Unconditional surrender. character- 
izes the general comment in Paris on 
the demand for peace sent by _ the 
central powers to President Wilson. 
It is felt here that Germany and her 
allies have not gone far enough in 
their request to the president for an 
armistice, and that although they 
have stated that they are willing to 
talk peace on President Wilson’s pre- 
sentations, they have not shown sub- 
mission such as was forced upon 
Bulgaria.

The Natives of Tasmania 


Best Weapon They Had Was Only 
' Pointed Stick 


Probably the best illustration of 
an island population unaffected by 
outside influence was. afforded by the 
‘Tasmanian aboriginals. They wand- 
ered from the mainland before the sct 
(Bass Straits) cut the Speck off, It 
may be that the aborigines cut off 
were not disturbed by an outside in- 
fluerice until the arrival of Tasman, 
and he did not get on speaking terms 
with them.

it concluded. Furneaux and Cook 
also had some slight intercourse with 
these blacks.

It was so close to the front that the 
Germans had little 
it before their retreat in ‘1917, ¢; 
at least, they did not wholly ruin it, 
This time, however, they have left 
it much as they left Peronne and 
Bapaume and scores of smaller places 
in Picardy. The cathedral, apie 
it has been pierced by several shells 
and all its glass is broken, can be re- 
stored. That is a matter for con- 
gratulation, for it was one of the 
most beautiful structures in l'rance, 
dating back to the eleventh and 
twelfth centurics. But that is about 
all that is left. Most of the important 
buildings have been wantonly wreck- 
ed by mines. ‘The house whcre Cal- 
vin was born— one of the world’s 
historic treasures—is reduced to a 
dust heap. Even the new. buildings 
erected by the American Red Cross 
society last year are in ashes. Hardly 
a house in the town has escaped in- 
jury. 

The wreck of Noyon evidently is 
intended by the Germans as another 
warning of what thcy purpose to do 
if they are driven out of France and 
Belgium by force. It is. another ob- 


ject lesson in their idea that by 
frightfulness thcy can compel thre 
allies to agree to a compromise 


peace to. Germany's advantage. The 
necessity of destroying -completely 
the German power is only empha- 
sized by such examples of German 
barbarism. The contemplation of 
such work can only inspire a sterner 
page that Germany must be crush- 
e

against themséTves when they begin 
their next retreat. At least, they can 
do no worse than they have been do- 
ing.—From the Buffalo Express.

Our neccssities compel us to 
use every ounce that our soil can 
yield, and every scrap of raw ma- 
terial ‘hat we can lay hands on in 
Germany, or secure by hook or crook 
from abroad, for the one great ob- 
ject of holding our own against the 
resources of a whole world. The 
comfort ‘of those at home must take 
second place. The duty devolves upon 
us of sacrificing the last ton of cop- 
per and nickel, of zinc or aluminium, 
for the army; to bring forth the 
leather needed for man and horse, 
even ifour children have to go bare- 
footed or wear wooden shoes, Every 
ounce of wool from the backs of 
German sheep must be utilized to 
clothe our mei in the field, and tex- 
tiles confiscated must be turned into 
shirts and underwear for them, 


“The resources of our soil must 
be exploited on the most intensive 
scale. Whole new industries must be 
created, others restricted or convert- 
ed, substitutes devised of -alnrost 
every sort, and their production fa- 
cilitated. <All these things necessi- 
tate far-reaching interference with 
our normal economic life in the in- 
terests of the ‘dividual and of the 
commonwealth alike.”

There is in France a young Eng- 
lish V.A.D: who. serves. ki an 
country and the whole. world bx 
trimming between two hundred and 
three hundred lamps every day. If 
anv one has ever attempted to keep 
one’ lamp in order, that person will 
not envy the V.A.D. Neither will 
the fine grade of patriotism underly-
